You will be lenient when I give you 
my reasons, f have been stone blind, an? sight is only 
partially restored, IT can see to get around now wiibout 
being led, and take care of mysel!, but sight is very dim, 
and it’s very recently that I have attempted to write 
ac all. My nieces have been writing all my letters, and 
1 have waited, hoping they would get time to write for 
me, but they are too busy, and I have not fele well 
enough to dictate a letter hac’ they been able to write 
for me. Iam not going to wait any longer now. I have 
received Mr. Cook's letter. My papers have been moved 
about so much I did not know just where to find them 
so wrote ro Mr. C. L would send you his letter put atter 
givins me the desired information he wrote on personal 
matters that I wish to keep for reference, so copied the 
rece:ds. If you are required to give certifiel account 
of records he tells how you can get them. 

In your letter you ask which one of Sergeant Mal- 
lery’s sons am [ a deseendant. Not either of them, I 
am a Mallery only in name. Fifty-three years ago last 
May [ was married to Samuel T. Mallery, son of Samuel 
L., son of [benezer, son of Sergeant Samuel, 

Iam not a member of the D, A, RB. though both of 
my grandfathers were in the Revolutionary war, and I 
have obiuined all the official documents which have en- 
abled my nieces to join. You are in the same veneration 
as my husband. ‘The fourth Sergeant Samuel died in 
May, 1822. Perhaps it would interest you to know that 
I have ascertained, or have record, of 975 of his deszendd- 
cants, and there are many fore that I have been unable 
te fet. 

It was some years before I could get any track of 
David's branch. Father Mallery nad names and dates 
of birth of his Uncle Davis's children and [ Knew them 
by name. by dint of much perserverance I have a fairiy 
good record now. I do not remember just how much [ 
wrote to Mrs. Shermerhorn. [ think she wrote me that 
she let your sister, Mrs, Sykes, take ij and it was type- 
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written. Verhars you have seen it, so T do not know 
Just how much to write you. Your grandfather, David, 
was born in Hillsdale, Columbia county, New York, De- 
cember 28, 1778, and wag baptized January 1, L778." by 
Rey, Gideon Bostwick, reetor of St. James church, Great 
Varringian, Mass., just over the state line, and only a 
few mites from [flsloale. They were nor Episcopalians, 
bur Methodists. Mr Fostwick was in the habit of riding 
over the country, baptizing, marrying and burying the 
jeoj.e or officiating at the funeral services. 


I have never seen any place in Connecticut where 
any Maltlery ever lived, and only knew for a fact where 
Sumuel and his brother, U:iah, were born, and that only 
by wie record in their family [ibles. What was Lay- 
breok then is five towus now, and it is impossible to 
find any reeord of this family either in town or church 
records. L paid one generalogyist $50 to hun: fur me, 
but with all his searching he could not find out who 
their parents were. I ean go back one generation farther 
on the Carleys, Samuel's wife, but I am not trying to 
trace the Curleys. I have even cot her father’s will, and 
a pair of pillow cases spun and woven by Mary Carley's 
mother, who died in February, 1804, more than a hun- 
(rel years ago. ‘Her initials are worked on them in 
hobbin stiteh, 


I think the Bainbridge you mention is in New York 
and noi in Connecticut. There is no place there now of 
that usime, bur there is a Bainbridge in Chenango county, 
New York. 

If you have never heard the story of Samuel and 
ore of his brothers going out as spies during the war 
please tell me and and I will write it out for your son's 
benefit. Samuel, his brothers William and Oliver, were 
in tne French and Indian war.
